Rush  officially  opened  its 
doors  beginning  with  a 
class  of  22  students.  This 
was  the  first  institution  of 
higher  learning  chartered  in 
Illinois  and  one  of  the  first 
medical  schools  to  open 
west  of  the  Appalachian 
mountain  range. 


Rush  Medical  College  was  founded  by 
Dr.  Daniel  Brainard, just  two  days  before 
the  city  of  Chicago  was  incorporated. 
Rush  Medical  College  was  named  in 
honor  of  Dr.  Benjamin  Rush,  the  only 
physician  to  sign  the  Declaration  of 
Independence.

Rush  becomes  Rush  Presbyterian  St.  Luke's  Hospital 
and  begins  using  a  logo  inspired  by  the  early  religious 
symbols  of  an  anchor  and  a  cross.  This  logo  was 
intended  to  convey  a  message  of  faith  and  hope  for 
those  at  sea  and  began  being  used  in  the  first  century. 
It  was  modified  in  1969  to  look  as  it  does  today  to 
remind  medical  students  and  physicians  of  the  values 
and  mission  of  the  institution. 


The  Medical  Center  officially 
changed  its  name  to  reflect 
the  important  role  education 
and  research  play  in  its  patient 
care  mission.
